D irectors of the bank im m ediate­ 
ly called a m eeting, and while they 
ieel assu red th a t the affairs of the 
bank are in good condition, to re­ 
assu re th eir patrons they called S. 
P. Cantley, Com m issioner of F inance 
to r the state of M issou ri and asked 
th a t a m an be sent to Sedalia to 
m ake an exam ination of the bank.

The modern woman does not feel 
that she can giv e the best p art of 
her day to the cooking and serv ing 
of the meal. A great many dev ices 
hav e been introduced to sav e the 
cooking time. 
It no longer takes 
an hour and a half to two honrs to 
cook a three or four course meal for 
a small family . 
But most women 


do not like to hav e a meal serv ed 
hastily or in a slov enly way . 
Serv ing is as imp ortant to the 
p leasurable consump tion of food as 
the cooking itself. 
No matter how 
well p rep ared, how carefully bal­ 
anced or how ex cellently seasoned 
the dishes on the menu may be, if 
they are not attractiv ely serv ed the 
good effect is greatly diminished. 
The hostess at ev en the most in­ 
formal dinner is judged as much by 
the way in which the food if serv ed 
as by the taste. Ev en a well cooked 
meal, 
carelessly 
or 
awkwardly 


serv ed, Is a social blunder the hos­ 
tess has a hard time liv ing down. 
There may be beautiful china, p er­ 
fect silv er, and sp otless linen but the 
meal will not be correctly serv ed un­ 
less there Is adequate serv ing equip ­ 
ment in both dining room and 
kitchen. 
There should be in the kitchen 
one table, near the breakfast room 
or dining room door, which is de­ 
v oted to serv ing food. 
This table 
should be kep t clear and only used 
for dishes which are ready to be 
taken into the dining-room. 
"When 
the serv ing is well under way it 
may also be used to hold soiled 
p lates and other dishes which are 
brought out of the dining room. 
In the dining room the serv er or 
the buffet may be utilized for the 
correct serv ing of the courses. Some 
of the food, the quality and flav or 
of which will not be damaged by 
remaining for half hour in the op en 
air, may be p laced on the buffet or 
serv ing table from which it can eas­ 
ily be p ut on the table by a serv ant 
or some member of the family . 
Nothing is so disturbing to the 
p eace of the dinner hour or the good 
digestion of the family , as to hav e 
the hostess or one of the children 
constantly jump ing up from the 
table to help with the serv ing of the 
meal. 
The well organized meal in 
the p rop erly equip p ed dining room 
may be serv ed with only a few ab­ 
sences from the table. 
For serv ing the informal sup p ei, 
tea, or luncheon in the liv ing room 
the tea wagon is a great help . 
The 
food may be p rep ared in the kitchen 
and it and the linen, silv er and 
dishes all p laced on the tea cart 
and wheeled Into the liv ing room. 
A tea table, or other small table in 
j the liv ing room may be used to 
1 facilitate further serv ing.

O YOU eat y our garnishes or 
throw them away ? Does the 
crisp , fresh green sp rig of 
p arsley that decorates y our steak or 
chop , or the sp ray of water cress 
that flanks the cheese omelet serv e 
merely as an embellishment, or do 
y ou regard it as a necessary and 
v ery healthful p art of the meal? 
Not so long ago it was considered 
a breach of eMquette to eat the let­ 
tuce that bordered the salad p late, 
and the p arsley and cress and other 
green garnishes were looked up on 
in the same light as the flowers that 
decked th i table, p ut there to add 
to the attractiv eness of the meal, 
but not to be eaten. 
We know better now—we realize 
that raw v egetables are ex ceedingly 
good for ev ery one of us. We anow 
that p arsley Is rich in Iodine and 
v itamins and is a sp lendid kidney 
regulator. 
We hav s learned that 
celery is a nerv e tonic; that carrots 
eaten raw are rich in v itamins and 
mineral salts; that lettuce will ov er­ 
come a tendency to sleep lessness; 
that radishes and raw onions con­ 
tain sulp hur and are beneficial for 
the liv er and gall tract; that garden 
cress and wate. 
cress and raw 
sp inach are cleansing foods, and 
that raw tomatoes are not or y de­ 
lightfully refreshing, but are '^ ’ed 
with health-giv ing v itamins. 


Salads, therefore, should be In­ 
cluded generously in the menu, sal­ 
ads of fresh grown, fresh p icked, 
lusciously rip e and flav orful green 
v egetables, and moreov er the family 
should be encouraged to eat and 
relish its garnishes of cress and 
p arsley with a mere sp rinkling of 
salt. Green garden things make ap ­ 
p etizing sandwiches for the school 
lunch box , or for the home luncheon 
or sup p er table, but the v egetables 
must be fresh and crisp , otherwise 
their food v alue will be imp aired.

The high sta nda rd of present da y ra il­ 
roa d tra nsporta tion gua ra ntees two things 
to the public: 
Tha t shipments will be 
deliv ered ©n time a nd tha t the entire cost 
of shipment will be known beforeha nd. 
In the ca se of ra ilroa d serv ice, there is no 
concea led a dditiona l cha rge tha t is pa id 
out of ta x es. 
In contra st to this the gov ernment ha s 
spent a nd is spending hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dolla rs of public funds to dev elop 
inla nd wa terwa y s. 
The la st a nnua l re­ 
port of the Inla nd Wa terwa y s Corpora ­ 
tion discloses tha t it opera ted la st y ea r a t 
a loss of $3 5 4 ,000, in spite of the fa ct tha t 
it pa id v ery low ta x es, in compa rison with 
ra ilroa d ta x es, a nd pa id no interest on in­ 
v estment in equipment. It is sa id on good 
a uthority tha t if the corpora tion wa s re­ 
quired to pa y for ev en the ma intena nce 
of its wa terwa y s it would be forced to 
cha rge ra tes higher tha n those cha rged 
by the ra ilroa ds. 
Thus, the a ppa rent low cost of inla nd 
wa terwa y s 
tra nsporta tion 
is, 
in most 
ca ses, a delusion. Ev ery ton of freight so 
ca rried is subsidized by the gov ernment 
a t the ex pense of the ra ilroa ds a nd ev ery 
other business. 
Ev ery ta x -pa y ing citizen, 
whether he uses the serv ice offered or 
not, must pa y a sha re of the ex pense. 
On the other ha nd, the ra ilroa ds spend 
one-third of their rev enue for ma inta ining 
their property ; six cents out of ev ery 
dolla r goes for ta x es, a nd they must pa y 
interest on their indebtedness. And, when 
ex pa nsion a nd new construction a re neces­ 
sa ry , they must ra ise funds on their own 
credit without gov ernment a id. 
Before the America n people a re a sked 
to fina nce commercia l wa terwa y tra ns­ 
porta tion on a la rge sca le, they should 
be shown tha t such tra nsporta tion is nec­ 
essa ry a nd ca n compete with the ra ilroa ds 
without ha v ing to deplete the public trea s­ 
ury" while doing so.

The Risen Lo rd and Thp Great 
Co mmissio n, Matthew 28:1-10, 16-20 
fo r Sunday, June 22. 
There is no fact o f Christ better 
pro ven than his resurrectio n. Chris- 
i tianity differs fro m all o ther relig­ 
io ns in that its fo under had the po w- 
er to rise fro m the grave, the great­ 
est pro o f that he was mo re than a 
human: 
it further differs in the 
fact that 
his po wer 
w'as let lo o se 
and is caught 
by his 
fo llo wers; this 
po wer is seen in their wo rks and 
institutio ns which result in the high­ 
est fo rms o f civilizatio n. 
V. l.—“No w late o n the Sabbath 
day, as it began to dawn to ward 
the first 
day o f the week, came 
Mary Magdalene 
and 
the 
o ther 
Mary to see the sepulcher.” The 
resurrecUo n o f Christ had such sig­ 
nificance 
and was regarded 
with 
such mo ment that the first day o f 
the week became the Christian Sab­ 
bath. These wo men 
came to the 
sepulcher to co mplete the task o f 
ano inting the bo dy o f Jesus. 
\ . 2.—“And beho ld there was an 
earthquake; 
fo r the angel o f the 
Lo rd descended fro m heaven and 
came and ro lled away the sto ne and 
sat upo n it.” In the earthquake, 
nature seemed to share in ho no ring 
Christ; the wo men o n their w'ay to 
the to mb were wo rrying abo ut the 
sto ne—a fine example o f the use­ 
lessness o f w’o rry. Heaven sent wit­ 
nesses w'ho were messengers when 
Christ was bo rn and when he aro se 
fro m the grave. 
Vs. 5, 6.—“And the angel answer­ 
ed and said unto the wo men, fear 
no t; fo r I kno w that ye seek Jesus 
who hath been crucified. He is no t 
here, fo r he is risen even as he 
said. Co me and see the place where 
the Lo rd lay.” It is faith and no t 
fear that Go d wants men to have; 
Go d’s revelatio n o f the resurrectio n 
o f his so n is to be to ld every'where 
and the angel set the example o f 
telling this impo rtant fact. 
V. 7.—“And go quickly and tell 
his disciples he is risen fro m the 
dead; lo , he go eth befo re yo u into 
Galilee; there ye shall see him, lo 
I have to ld yo u.” To make it clear 
that it is the duty o f Christ’s fo l­ 
lo wers to tell o f the resurrected 
Christ, it was the o ne message o f 
the angel; this truth wo uld be burn­ 
ed in their hearts by meeting him 
in Galilee. 
V. 8.—“And they departed quickly 
fro m the to mb with fear and great 
jo y and ran to bring his disciples 
wo rd,” The so ldiers feared and ran 
fo r their lives; the wo men feared 
with great jo y and ran to tell o f a 
living Lo rd. 
Vs. 
9, 
10.—“And 
beho ld 
Jesus 
met them saying, all hail. And they 
came and to o k ho ld o f his feet and 
wo rshipped him. Then saith Jesus 
unto them, fear no t; 
go tell my 
brethren that they depart into Gali­ 
lee and there shall they see me.” 
So im po rtant was the angel’s mes­ 
sage that Christ himself repeated 
It fo r fo r it is essential that his 
fo llo wers believe in a living Christ; 
Jesus wo uld have his fo llo wers re­ 
gard him as a bro ther even after 
the great change o n the cro ss and 
in the grave. It is Go d’s plan that 
we be asso ciated with him at all 
times and in all places.
